The ‘album 
will-be available at local record 
stores and will be sent to a dis- 
interested third party who 
chooses a grand prize winner. 
That’ winner will receive $1,000 
plus $1,000 in recording equip- 
ment. 
@ King ‘and Skubish have been 
friends since the two meet in the 
seventh grade in Granite City. 
And that’s when the songwriting 
started. They would write songs 
after school. using an old Auto- 
harp. The two would then per- 
form their songs for friends and 
at parties. = 

“We thought we were really 
good. We had stars in our eyes 


we knew we were going to make 
it; we called ourselves Super Pig 
on Broadway,” King said. “‘One 
time we played for a friend's 
birthday party, and we gave her 
a coupon for our first-record-as 
a gift. I guess that it looks like 
we'll be able to finally redeem 
it.” 

King, 23, and Skubish, 24, 
stopped writing songs in .the 
eighth ‘grade and went their sep- 
arate ways for college. Skubish 
went to a university in Connecti- 
cut and got a degree in chemis- 
try. King is working on his Ph.D 
in English literature at Washing- 
ton University. bi 

The two got back together 
over the fast yéar to form a 
band called Enormous .Richard. 
The group performs what mem- 
bers term as ‘“‘skuntry” music, a 
cross between ‘‘ska’’ and coun- 
try music: % 

Ska is a type of Jamaican 
music that was popular in the 
early and mid-1960s and was 
forerunner of reggae. It is faster 
paced than reggae and improvi- 
sational like jazz. 

When writing songs King 
comes up with the lyrics and 
Skubish puts them to music. “‘T 
often call Rick and leave an idea 
(for a song) and a rhythm on-his 
ariswering machine,” King said. 


Skubish then works them out 
and the outcome is a new song. 

King wrote, “Dogs With Their 
Heads Out the Window,” the 
song that won first place’ in the 
contest, on” the way--to—band— 
practice. ‘‘Issaw three different 
dogs with their heads out the - 
windows of cars. T pulled over 
and wrote the lyrics. By the 
time I got to practice I had it all 
done. At practice we (the band, 
Enormous Richard) put music to 
it. It took 15 or 20 minutes to 
work (the song) into it’s final 
form,’* King said. 

This is the chorus of their 
award-winning song. Of course, 
you might need the music to bet- 
ter appreciate it logs with 
their heads out the window, have 
a better sense of direction.

The Ronald McDonald House 
serves as home for families of 
children who have come.to the 
St. Louis area for treatment of 
serious medical problems.

In contrast to the bright, beau- 
tiful air of the rest of the house, 
the private bedrooms for the 
families. are austere. 

“That’s intentional,” Guberlaz 
said. “We don’t want the fami- 
lies_staying in their bedroom: 

The ‘house was set up origina’ 
ly. to provide inexpensive, quali 
ty shelter for parents of serious- 
ly ailing children, but, Guberlaz 
said it serves another important 
purpose 

“We give people a chance to 
be with other people who are in 
the same situation. Most of our 
people come from rural areas. A 
lot of them are the only ones in 
their community with.a really 
sick child. Here, they're wi’ 
others. It gives them a chance to 
put their problems into perspec- 
tive.” 

But Guberlaz said the Ronald 
McDonald House's first purpose 
remains providing affordable 
housing for families of Sick chil-

A. Social Security treats men 
id Women equally.

You have six months to 
request an appeal or, review of 
your Medicare claim. You will 
get a written explanation of the 
review decision.

A little less than 1 cent 
of every tax dollar pays for 
administration expenses like sal- 
aries, rents and supplies. The 
rest is invested in Treasury 
securities at prevailing interest 
rates and will be held to fund 
future Social Security benefits. - 

In effect, that means that the 
government is borrowing the 
surplus and promising to repay 
it with interest in the future. 
(Social Security will earn about 
$16 billion in interest in 1991.) 

At present, although 
operations of the trust funds are 
excluded from the federal bud- 
get, they:count toward meeting 
Gramm-Rudman deficit reduc- 
tion .requirement And_ the 
investment of Social Security's 
funds allows government to bor- 
row less from other sources to 
finance the deficit.

Blatty finds fresh angle for re 


When ‘The Exorcist’ was 
released tn 1973, it caused a pan- 
ic in the motion picture business. 
The film grossed more than $160 
million in domestic revenues, 
That equals more than $200 mil- 
lion at today’s ticket prices. 

Audiences lined up a day in 
advance to see it. Police in Kan- 
sas City had to use tear gas to 
turn back Sagres Patrons 
who were unable-to gain admis- 
sion. In Chicago, a zealous grou 
of tickethoiders were arrest 
for using a battering ram to 
force open the back door of a 
theater. In Los Angeles, author 
William Peter Blatty, on whose 
book the movie was based, and 
director William Friedkin paid 
to have coffee served to patrons 
who waited hours in the rain to 
buy tickets 

In view of the film’s great suc- 
ces, Blatty, 62, was asked to 
write a sequel. He declined. 

“I could not imagine how the 
story might continue credibly,” 
he said. *‘So I passed.”’ 


In 1977, Warner Brothers pro- 
duced. a sequel without Blatty’s 
participation, a film directed by 
John Boorman called ‘Exorcist 
Il: The Heretic?’ It is fair to 
say the “Exorcist II’’ was an 
artistic and box-office bomb. 

For years, Blatty continued to 
feel he had taken the story as 
far as possible. In 1979, when 
thinking about his past research 
on possession, he recalled the~ 
mention of possession not by 
demons, but by the spirit of 
someone who is dead. 

_ _“In fact, in the 20th century, 
about 70 percent of all reported 
possessions do not involve 
demons or devils,’ Blatty said. 
“They are alleged to be the spir- 
it of someone who once lived 
and is now dead — a human 
being.”’ .

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Many physically disabled 
eager to compete for jobs.

It's official. Discrimination 
against disabled people is, 
against the law. 

‘When President George Bush 
signed the Americans With Disa- 
bilities Act in July, socia] work- 
er Ronda O'Farrell was there to 
witness the historic moment. She 
was invited to the signing cere- 
mony because of her work as 
executive director of START 
(Specialized Transitional Activi- 
ties and Rehabilitation Train- 
ing) 

START is a social, 
and_ vocational program for 
intellectually capable but physi- 
cally disabled adults. Based in 
Berkeley, it has served more 
than 300 ‘people since its incep- 
tion in 1983. 

The individuals served have 
wide-ranging disabilities, includ- 
ing cerebral palsy, head injuries, 
deafness and muscular dystro- 


educational

of the bill is to extend 
rights protection to the disabled 
in the areas of employment, pub- 
lic accommodations, transporta- 
tion and telecommunications. 

START helps Americans with 
disabilities take full advantage 
of these rights, she said. 

O'Farrell founded the program 
along with Bob Songer, president 
of START's board of directors. 
The impetus for START came 
when she and Songer were run- 

ig an activity program for 
divorced,’ single and widowed 
adults. O’Farrell said they often 
got calls from the disabled want- 
ing to join. 

“We ‘grew from an unmet 
need,” said O’Farrell. ‘Most of 
them sat at home doing nothing 
before we started.’’ 

What the physically disabled 
need, she said, is an image 
change. The people at START 
are not retarded and don’t want 
to be treated as if they are. And,
